Every day 
of one’s life th is philosophy should 
be made m ore and m ore workable so 
as to guide one happily and efficient­ 
ly to the very end. 
You have m et those who took ca­ 
tastrophe, sorrow 
and dire disap­ 
pointm ent. w ithout a w him per or 
com plaint. 
T his 
philosophy 
kept 
them on an even keel. We have no 
more control over w hat m ay happen 
to us on th e morrow’ th an we have 
over the w eather, I t is highly im ­ 
p o rtan t th a t we decide to face events 
calmly, w ithout excitem ent, and like 
a stoic. 
O ur teen-agers of today deserve 
more credit th a n they get. I feel 
w ith them as I did w hen I w as one 
' of them . Unconsciously to them - 
’ selves, and to those about them , they 
} are actually form ulating a philos­ 
ophy of life, fitted to the tim es, th a t 
I will place them am ong th e useful 
I and great of tom orrow’. Tile last war 
brought o u t this f a c t— and how 
heroic were those boys and young 
women under th e severest te st of 
character! 
The late Dr. O sier had a term for 
th is workable philosophy w hich he 
called "A W ay of L ife.” T h at is really 
w hat it is, but a way th a t every in ­ 
dividual h as to m ap out for him self. 
Self-control, self-reliance, and no 
borrowed 
crutches. 
Everyone 
hts 
own suprem e guide and counselor. 
You have noted how some people 
grow’ im m ediately panicky under a 
sudden em ergency, while others are 
calm and controlled. These la tte r are 
th e ones w ho have established a 
workable philosophy th a t does not 
desert them w hen trouble or disaster 
arrives. Nor Is it so-cajled fatalism . 
I prefer to m ark it down as Indi­ 
vidual sp iritu al polity. 
T he earlier th is w orkable philos­ 
ophy is initiated, th e better, for it 
can be strengthened, enriched, and 
m ade m ore h ab itu al year by year, 
An enem y to all fear as well.

BUMPER CORN 
CROP IS SEEN 


Harrisburg. July 13 vAV-Pennsyl­ 
vania farmers will harvest a bumper 
corn crop of 63.190,000 bushels this 
year, nearly six million over 1947, 
says the State Agriculture d ep art­ 
ment. 
If the estimate proves accurate, 
this will be the fifth largest corn 
crop In the history of the Common­ 
wealth. 
Meanwhile, Miles Horst, state ag­ 
riculture secretary, said the bumper 
crop 
should 
ultimately 
bring 
a 
change in feed prices. He added, 
however, that any grain price de­ 
cline may be offset by continuing 
advances in farm operation costs. 
Estimates of other 1948 crops set 
the potato yield at 19,075,000 bush­ 
els. one million above last year. The 
tobacco crop of 57,770,000 pounds Is 
less than one million under 1947 
production. While hay at 3.388.000 
tons will be 263,000 tons less than I 
in 1947.

Hupjlose the A merican Com m unist 
p arty , if allowed to enjoy' full A m er­ 
ican civil liberties, tries to come to 
power and, once there, crushes civil 
liberties and outlaws all other poli­ 
tical parties.
